Appeals Court Clarifies Cadet Status, 
Stresses Future Officer Role, Privileges 


The U, S. Court of Military Appeals 
has stepped in to protect Service Acad- 
emy cadets against legal interpretations 
which could reduce them to the status 
of enlisted personnel. 

In the case of U. S. v Ellman, the Court 
pointed out that a cadet, being a “quasi- 
officer,” may not be punitively separated 
from the Service by a bad conduct dis- 
charge. Under the Uniform Code of Mili- 


tary Justice, a bad conduct discharge 
may be assessed only against enlisted 
personnel. 


Cadet Ellman had been convicted by 
a general court-martial of wrongful ap- 
Propriation of two automobiles and ab- 
sence without leave. He was sentenced 
to be dismissed from the Service and 
forfeit all pay and allowances. 


board set aside the sentence 
on the ground that the law officer at 
the court-martial had erred in telling 
the court that dismissal is the only form 
of punitive separation applicable to 
cadets.

“Despite the fact that a bad-conduct 
discharge was not an authorized means 
of punitive separation until 1948,” the 


Appeals Court said, “we cannot arrive at 
the answer to our inquiry with the same 
brevity as did the board of review in its 
decision. Rather it appears to us that 
the root of our inquiry must be to de- 
termine the status of a West Point cadet 
in relation to the Uniform Code of Mili- 
tary Justice.

Navy Licks Rough-Sea Problem; Leaves 
Russians Behind In Hydrofoil Development 


The U. S. Navy—lone possessor of 
atomic-powered submarines—is about to 
beat the Soviets to the punch in the de- 
velopment of another high-speed vessel 
which the USSR and other nations have 
long desired but have been unable to 
perfect, 

The craft is a streamlined little vessel 
called the “hydrofoil boat” which skims 
above the surface of the water on stilt- 
like legs attached to underwater or sur- 
face-piercing “skis.” 

Although the boats appear to have tre- 
mendous potential as fighting craft, hy- 
drofoils have always failed to meet one 
crucial test. Many nations, including 
Russia and the U. S., have tried for years, 
Without success, to perfect a hydrofoil 
boat which can operate in rough seas. 
RAdm. Albert G. Mumma, Chief of the 





Bureau of Ships, believes the U. S. Navy 
has licked the knotty problem. 

As the result of recent scientific break- 
throughs, Admiral Mumma says the Navy 
thinks it is “about to come out with the 
only good hydrofoils in the world.” 

This means the U. S. will be able to 
develop a sub-chaser which is significantly 
faster than other patrol craft in the 
fleet. 

A hydrofoil ubmarine-chaser is, in 
fact, already under study in the Bureau 
of Ships. The Navy says the precise speed 
contemplated for the vessel is “classified,” 
but other have reported that 
speeds of approximately 100 miles pe 
hour have been attained with hydrofoils

Navy Outraces Russians In Hydrofoil Boats

cent breakthroughs in hydrofoil develop- 
ment was made during Congvessional 
testimony on the Navy shipbuilding pro- 
gram. 

Senator Leverett Saltonstall (R-Mass.) 
raised questions about the hydrofoil pro- 
gram. He said he understood the Navy 
had turned down a proposal from a pri- 
vate firm to build low-cost high-speed 
hydrofoil sub-chasers. 


Admiral Mumma said, “A specific pro- 
posal to build such a craft was made by 
Grumman Aircraft Engineering Corpo- 
ration,” but the firm was told that a study 
already was underway in the Navy. He 
said Grumman “will be given every con- 
sideration in the event outside design 
assistance is required.” 


Grumman and five other firms have 
constructed test craft for the Navy. The 
other organizations which have been in- 
volved in hydrofoil development are the 
Hydrofoil Corp. of America; Gibbs & 
Cox, Inc.; John H. Carl & Son; Baker 
Manufacturing Corp. and the Miami 
Shipbuliding Corp. Extensive theoretical 
and model test work also have been ac- 
complished at the Navy’s David Taylor 
Model Basin in Maryland and by several 
universities. 


Admiral Mumma told Senators he 
could state “emphatically that the pro- 
posed hydrofoil submarine chaser, if 


successful, will go faster than any sub- 
marine in the world,” and that its speed 
increase “over any existing United States 
patrol craft” will be “significant.” 

In addition to what Admiral Mumma 
called its “promising” application for 
anti-submarine warfare work, the hydro- 
foil also is being considered by the Navy 
for use as a landing craft, for air-sea 
rescue operations and for special-purpose

personnel carriers. 

When questions were raised about the 
operation of the boats in rough seas, 
Admiral Mumma said: “We think we have 
developed a method of doing that.” 

Although the first successful hydrofoil 
boat, invented by Alexander Graham Bell, 
was tested in Chesapeake Bay in 1919, 
the present Navy research and develop- 
ment program did not come into being 
until 1947. Since then, the Navy program 
has demonstrated the feasibility of vari- 
ous hydrofoil systems on crafts up to 15 
tons in size and to sneeds of about 80 
knots (approximately 92 miles per hour). 

There are three general types of hydro- 
foil craft. One is a displacement ship 
(propelled by machinery) whose buoy- 
ancy is sustained by the displacement of 
water. Another is a planing type, in which 
ithe boat gets up on a hump and rides on 
the top of the water because of its speed, 
like a water ski. 

The third has a submerged foil, like an 
airplane wing which is called a “hydro- 
foil” because it moves through the water. 
The foil lifts the boat bodily out of the 
water and it proceeds on this submerged- 
foil system just like on stilts. 

Admiral Mumma told Congress he be- 
lieves hydrofoil craft of 100-150 tons “can 
be built and operated successfully with 
knowledge available now and existing or 
imminently available equipment.” 

A 15-ton hydrofoil landing craft cur- 
rently is being constructed by the Baker 
Corporation, It is expected to be com- 
pleted early in 1960, 

A 50-ton hydrofoil boat was included 
in the fiscal '57 shipbuilding program, but 
was later dropped when the Navy de- 
cided “to pursue other more promising 
developments in the landing-craft and 
vehicle area.” The cost of the 50-ton ves- 
sel was expected to be $1 million.

Aircraft Co., and Western Electric Co. 


General L. L. Lemnitzer, Vice Chief of 
Staff of the Army, told the assembled 
guests that the new Nike Hercules solid 
fuel missile, with its longer range and 
higher altitudes and its atomic capability 
is “second to none” in its field. 


Army Under Secretary Hugh M. Mil- 
ton II told the group that the Nike 
Hercules “can knock down any aircraft 
or aerodynamic cruise type missile that 
flies today or that we can foresee in the 
next several years.” 


Lt. Col. Jesse Lewis, commander of 
the 1st Missile Battalion, formerly the 
36th AAA Battalion, told a press con- 
ference preceding the formal ceremony 
that with the new Hercules destruction 
of invading bombers is “no longer a mat- 
ter of percentages—it now must be abso- 
lute denial. The Hercules is capable of 
destroying mass formations.” 


Furthermore, Colonel Lewis declared, 
the Hercules can destroy the atomic 
weapons of incoming bombers before they 
are released and without harm to the 
inhabitants below. 

Colonel Lewis also said, and he was 
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general manager of the Douglas Aircraft 
Division at Charlotte, N. C., that recent 
classified tests have revealed that the 
many anti-jamming devices built into the 
Hercules have made it invulnerable to 
enemy jamming. 


Also addressing the group and con- 
gratulating B Battery was Maj. Gen. 
Palmer W. Edwards, Deputy Command- 
ing General of ARACOM, who came 
from Colorado Springs as the personal 
representative of Lt. Gen. Charles E. 
Hart, ARADCOM Commanding General. 


Presiding at the ceremonies was Brig. 
Gen. William H. Hennig, Commanding 
General 2d Region, ARADCOM, who 
pointed out that “we have Army units 
who fire Nike missiles year after year 
without ever missing their target.” 


Among the distinguished guests intro- 
duced by General Hennig was General 
Ira C. Eaker, USAF-Ret., Vice President 
of the Douglas Aircraft Co.; Mr. L. E. 
Tollefson, Douglas’ Washington repre- 
sentative; Mr. S. H. Hotchkiss, project 
manager of the Hercules for Western 
Electric Co. and Hon. Claude B. Hollman, 
Secretary of Staff of Maryland.

HERCULES DEVELOPMENT 
AND RELIABILITY 


1, NIKE HERCULES became opera- 
tional in late June this year. 

2. Between that time and the present 
date, during the “production improve- 
ment period” there have been 27 HER- 
CULES firings, with 23 successful target 
hits which included many jet drones. 
This gives a suceessful reliability index 
of an outstanding 85 per cent during this 
important period. Among the 23 success- 
ful firings were 6 successful firings at the 
recent Eglin field test, in which troops 
manned the missile. 
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3. In more than 190 test firings, includ- 
ing early Research and Development fir- 
ings, HERCULES has attained an out- 
standing average of 65 per cent of suc- 
cessful firings. 


4, In spite of the expenditure of more 
than 190 missiles to firmly establish the 
reliability of this air defense missile sys- 
tem, the development cost for the Army’s 
entire surface to air missile system is re- 
markably low.

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President Eases Navy “Hump” Problem; Details Told On New Executive | Orders 


The White House has acted to insure 
that all Navy Line lieutenant command- 
ers in the “hump” years—1942-1945—re- 
ceive equal opportunity of selection to 
three-stripe rank. 

In. an Executive Order, President 
Eisenhower, acting under emergency 
powers, authorized the Navy temporarily 
to scrap that part of the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act which requires that the num- 
ber of officers in annual promotion zones 
be based on a five-year estimate of va- 
cancies, 

A second Executive Order eliminates 
the requirement that selections of Sup- 
ply, Chaplain, Civil Engineer and Medi- 
cal Service Corps officers be based on a 
fraction of those named in the Line. A 
similar Presidential Order, affecting 
physicians and dentists, was issued 19 
August 1955. 

In explaining the impact of the first 
Executive Order, a Navy authority said 
that if the five-year rule had not been 
suspended, the Line three-stripe board 
now in session would have been able to 
select only about 30% of the lieutenant 
commanders in the promotion zone.

The “hump” problem, the Navy has 
explained, is the result of the large influx 
of officers during WWII. The Officer Per- 
sonnel Act, enacted in 1947, envisions 
that officers be considered for advance-

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ment on the basis of year-groups of 
about equal size, The five-year study was 
incorporated into the Act to provide 
equity of promotion opportunity for all 
year groups. 

The large numbers of officers who 
came onto active duty during the war 
years, however, created the “hump.” One 
year-group in the “hump” is so large 
that it encompasses two and one-half 
normal promotion zones. If the Navy 
were forced to operate under the five- 
year rule, each segment of officers in the 
critical years would face a different at- 
trition rate. 

The real effect of the Executive Order 
covering Line promotions to commander 
is to “freeze” zones in the four-year pe- 
riod. In other words, the Navy will be 
able to pare back one segment of the 
“hump” to equalize the selection chances 
of officers in the other segments. To put 
it still another way, temporary abandon- 
ment of the five year rule permits the 
Navy to base its “hump” promotion plans 
on a single four-year study, without in- 
volving officers who came on active duty 
following the “hump” years. 


Here’s an example of how the five-year 
plan would have had an adverse effect on 
officers in the “hump” years: 


Assume that as a result of a five-year 
study, the Navy came up with the de- 
termination that there would be vacan- 
cies for 1,000 commanders out of 10,000 
officers in a single five-year period. If 
the majority of these officers were in the 
“hump” years when the first five-year 
study were completed—and if the pro- 
motion zone, because of its size, were 
split—officers in the first segment of the 
year group would have less of a chance 
of selection than their contemporaries. 
This would be true because the next 
five-year study would embrace a non- 
hump year group—one following the 
“hump” years—containing a small num- 
ber of officers, The result would be a high 
attrition rate on a segment of a specific 
year group and lower attrition on offi- 
cers in the second segment of the same 
year group. 

Such a situation, says the Navy, “would 
be manifestly unfair.” 

The Navy said it plans to make use 
of the authority contained in the Execu- 
tive Orders only until 1965, when all 
“hump” year officers will have been con- 
sidered for increased rank,

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Family Medical Care—Confusion And Peril 


Thousands of Service families have strong reason to be worried over 
the curtailment of “free choice’ medical care that becomes effective 1 
October and the threat of further cuts in the MediCare Program next 
year. Where there has been need for clear-cut statements from top De- 
partment of Defense officials, the past weeks have seen conflicting pro- 
nouncements. 


As has been reported in recent issues of THE JOURNAL, the former 
MediCare Chief stated, on the one hand, that he felt the program was 
operating effectively and that military families could depend on con- 
tinuation of adequate services, Yet, almost in the same breath, this official 
said that budget cuts would make necessary drastic new cuts early next 
year. Predictions have been made that new cuts might be necessary in 
January, or February or April of next year; no one seems to be sure. 


This uncertainty is understandable to a degree. It is impossible, for 
example, to forecast exactly how many eligible members of Service fam- 
ilies will become ill and require hospitalization in civilian facilities. 
If the medical bills reaching the Pentagon are heavy, the cuts could come 
in January or February or later in the fiscal year if the hospital admis- 
sions should be lower. 


What is needed—and now—is for Secretary of Defense McElroy and 
his associates to state unequivocally that they will go to Congress im- 
mediately upon the convening of the new session and seek such supple- 
mental funds as may be necessary to safeguard the MediCare Program. 
Until such statements are made, Service families will be left only with 
conflicting predictions of ominous new cuts. 


The American Medical Association, which has given influential sup- 
port to the MediCare Program, intends to present to Congress strong 
arguments for giving increased fiscal support to this vital morale pro- 
gram. It is to be hoped that the Pentagon immediately will establish 
effective liaison with the A.M.A. so that a coordinated presentation can 
be made to the House and Senate. 


The establishment of the MediCare Program results in large measure 
from the great interest of President and Mrs. Eisenhower in the welfare 
of Service families, particularly those whose sponsors are overseas or 
who are forced to live considerable distances from military bases because 
of the housing shortage. It is not conceivable that the Department of 
Defense will permit a program so strongly supported by the Chief Execu- 
tive to falter, but that is exactly what has been happening. 


Power On The Moon 


The forward look of independent research and what it may mean 
both to our future survival and the exploitation of space travel for peace 
time progress is well exemplified in the work the Air Arm Division of 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation has been doing in the field of possible 
power production on the moon. 


Faced with the terrific fuel-to-pay-load ratio of transporting material 
to the moon, Dr. Peter A. Castruccio, Director of the Astronautics Insti- 
tute of the Air Arm Division of Westinghouse, has worked out a system 
of producing power there, utilizing conditions not available on the earth. 
There is promise of providing the means of supporting colonies on the 
moon which could be employed either for peaceful objectives or for 
launching war-like projectiles back to potential enemies. 


Having initiated this system, which has no commercial potentials, 
the only possibilities of future developments lie in the interest of the 
military services. Without their concern and financial support there can 
be no future for this proposed plan. 


Status Of Academy Cadets 


The United States Court of Military Appeals has handed down a 
decision (see page 1) which will have the valuable effect of settling and 
giving a firm legal definition to the status of cadets at the U. S. Military 
Academy, and, by implication, the cadets and midshipmen at the other 
Service Academies. 


The case, in brief, involved a Board of Review action upon a court- 
martial decision dismissing a cadet found guilty of an offense, The Board 
of Review held that the cadet should have been given a bad-conduct dis- 
charge—a penalty applicable only to non-commissioned officers and en- 
listed personnel. 


The Court of Military Appeals held the Board of Review in error. 
It ruled that a cadet while not holding the full status of ‘commissioned 
officer” is, nevertheless, an “inchoate” officer and cannot under any cir- 
cumstances be placed in the category of an enlisted man or non-commis- 
sioned officer. As an “inchoate” commissioned officer, therefore, he is 
subject only to the laws governing commissioned officers and not subject 
to those governing enlisted personnel. 


On the surface this may not appear too significant, yet it has far 
reaching implications, for it settles at the highest level the status of a_ 
cadet. In the future there will be no problem as to the official standing 
of these young men. They are not enlisted, and while not full-fledged 
officers until they are graduated and commissioned, they hold during their 


training period the quasi-status of an officer and must be so treated.

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SecDef McElroy Must Make BOMARC-Hercules, Jupiter-Thor Missile Decisions

Hart’s statement, issued no formal reply, 
but a spokesman insisted that there was 
no such campaign, now or in the past. 
The Air Force said, in fact, that seem- 
ingly the shoe might be on the other 
foot, and pointed to widely circulated 
articles in August which questioned the 
value of the Bomarc in comparison to 
the Hercules. 


It is understood that Secretary Mc- 
Elroy is seeking ways to stop the inter- 
Service dispute, but as far as could be 
learned, as THE JOURNAL went to press, 
Assistant Secretary of Defense Murray 
Snyder, in charge of Defense Informa- 
tion, had issued no direct instructions to 
either the Army or the Air Force on 
this matter. 

The belief is that Mr. Snyder has re- 
ceived protests from both Services con- 
cerning alleged activities of the other. 

General Hart advised the Army that he 
feared the morale of Army troops as- 
signed to Nike Hercules installations has 
been damaged by the published stories 
concerning the suggested superiority of 
the Bomarc, 

To counteract the adverse impact on 
troop morale, General Hart called upon 
the Army to make available to the field 
the latest releasable information about 
the Hercules, 

The Army this week did just as Gen- 
eral Hart requested. THE JOURNAL pub- 
lishes on Page 4 the text of statements 
released to the field by the Army for 
use by commanders in making presenta- 
tions on the Hercules. These statements 
highlight the briefings that the Army has 
prepared for the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and for Mr. McElroy. 

The Air Force, questioned as to wheth- 
er similar material was being made 
— to airmen, replied in the nega- 
tive. 

However, Air Force officials readily 
arranged for inquiring newsmen an in- 
— on the air defense missile situa- 

on. 

The Air Force authority who discussed 
the problem with a representative from 
THE JOURNAL emphasized at the outset 
that he did not wish to press the specifics 
of the Hercules vs. the Bomarc. 

Instead, the Air Force official discussed 
at length the fundamental differenee in 
concepts between the “point” defense 
approach, essentially the Army’s posi- 
tion, and “area defense” which is ex- 
tolled by the Air Force. 

It is noteworthy that the Army data 
supplied for troop use declares: 

“It has been said that Hercules gives 
a ‘point defense’ as opposed to ‘area de- 
fense.’ The area of coverage of Nike 
Hercules is actually about 20,000 square 
miles. This is a large point.” 

To this, an Air Force spokesman com- 
mented only that he did not question 
the 20,000 square mile claim, but asked 
quickly, “Why settle for that when far 
greater coverage can be achieved?” 

It is the view of the Air Force that 
its Bomarc missile, with a range of more 
than 200 miles in the “A” model and a 
Claimed range of 400 miles and more in 
the improved “B” version, is the type of 
weapon which should have the primary 
role in the air defense of North America. 

An Air Force officer said that he 
wanted to emphasize this even if a de- 
cision might be made to give the Bomarc 
to the Army. He said he did not wish 
to become involved essentially in a dis- 
cussion of one weapon compared to an- 
other, or one Service compared to an- 
other, but in a basic concept. 

The Air Force position is that it is 
essential to destroy enemy attacking 
forces at as great a distance as possible 
from critical targets in the United 
States, 

The Army does not disagree with this, 
but makes a strong point of the fact that 
its Nike Ajax and Nike Hercules units 
ere on site, while the first Bomarc mis- 
a unit will not be in action before 


The Air Force contends that even if 
an enemy bomber were destroyed within 
the range of Nike Hercules, by means 
of a “dead man fuze” it would still be 
Possible for an enemy to wreak heavy 
destruction. 


Additionally, it is the Air Force view 
that within a range of 100 nautical miles 
it is practically impossible, in a tactical 
situation, to destroy all enemy attacking 
aircraft, particularly when they use elec- 
tronic counter-measures, decoys, and 
when it must be foreseen that consid- 
erable numbers of friendly aircraft are 
likely to be in the air. 

Furthermore, says the Air Force, the 
Nike Hercules presents a danger of fall- 
out. This is answered by the Army, 
which says that Hercules “could select 
a precise target point anywhere in the 
sky so that atomic radiation and blast 
can be so pinpointed as to be safely 
fired over inhabited areas.” 

In addition to its contention concern- 
ing superior tactical capability of an 
“area” system compared to a “point” de- 
fense system, the Air Force holds that 
the cost of a Bomarc defense is much 
less than for a Hercules defense. 

The Air Force does not disagree with 
published reports that the cost of a Her- 
cules system might run to about $11 bil- 
lion, compared with about $5.5 billion 
for a Bomarc system. 

Referring to studies and war game 
tests which are said to have been made 
at NORAD Headquarters, as well as by 
its own people, the Air Force maintains 
that per dollar expended, the Bomarc is 
capable of destroying twice as many 
enemy attacking bombers as is the 
Hercules. 

This, of course, is sharply disputed by 
the Army. 

It is significant that the Weapon Sys- 
tems Evaluation Group, created by the 
first Secretary of Defense, James V, For- 
restal, to study just such matters as the 
comparative merits of Hercules and Bo- 
marc has not, as far as can be ascer- 
tained, made such an inquiry. 

In the absence of “impartial judg- 
ments”—if, indeed, these are possible in 
the air defense field, Secretary McElroy 
is going to find it the roughest kind of 
going to decide what to do about air 
defense missile expenditures. 

Congress has put him under pressure 
to make some far-reaching decisions con- 
cerning the future of Hercules and Bo- 
mare. The Army in fiscal '59 asked for 
$137 million for construction of Hercules, 
Hawk and Missile Master facilities. The 
Air Force sought $92 million for Bomarc 
construction. 

Congress cut the amounts requested 
by 20% and gave Secretary McElroy au-

AF Shifts BOMARC 
Tests To Eglin 


Transfer of the Air Force Bomarc inter- 
cept missile testing facilities from Cape 
Canaveral, Fla, to the Air Proving 
Ground Center missile site on Santa 
Rosa Island near Fort Walton, Fila., is 
underway. 

Movement of Bomarc testing and de- 
velopment facilities will be carried out 
over a period of months in order not to 
disrupt the continuity of the program. 
The move is estimated to be completed 
by late 1959. 

Several hundred employees of the Pilot- 
less Aircraft Division of the Boeing Air- 
plane Company of Seattle will be in- 
volved in the move to the site at the 
Air Research and Development Com- 
mand’s Eglin AFB in Northwest Florida. 

This site will also be used for the 
training of missile crews to operate 
Bomarc squadrons of the Air Defense 


‘Command. 


thority to transfer money from one Serv- 
ice to another in order to attain maximum 
effectiveness for air defense expendi- 
tures. 

It remains to be seen whether Secre- 
tary McElroy will choose Hercules or 
Bomarc as the primary defense system, 
or whether he will conclude that the air 
defense of North America requires con- 
tinued high priority for both approaches. 

Beyond the immediate decision, of 
course, there is the “upstream” question 
of what to do about defense against 
ballistic missiles. 

The Army says that Nike Hercules, 
just as it is in an outgrowth of Nike 
Ajax, points the way to Nike Zeus. 

The Air Force has different views. 

However, it is important to note that 
Secretary McElroy has directed the Army 
and Air Force to conduct a joint effort 
in the anti-missile defense program, The 
Air Force has been given responsibility 
for the target acquisition activities, the 
Army for the actual weapon. Whether 
this arrangement will continue, or 
whether one Service will be given the 


total responsibility is a question for fu- 
ture decision. 

Secretary McElroy cannot, however, 
delay for the future his decision, prom- 
ised during the Secretaries Conference 
at Quantico, Va., to be made before the 
year’s end, concerning the Thor and 
Jupiter IRBM’s. 

The Army has delivered the first 
tactical Jupiter to the Air Force. 

Whether the Army will be given a go- 
ahead on expanded production of the 
Chrysler-built Jupiter, or whether the 
decision will be made to rely on the Air 
Force’s Thor, built by Douglas, is an- 
other problem that Secretary McElroy 
has indicated he does not seek to evade. 

One fact seems certain. The longer that 
there are delays at the Pentagon on im- 
portant missile decisions, the more 
there can be certainty of strong argu- 
mentation among dedicated men in and 
out of uniform who have honest and 
strongly felt differences of opinion about 
how the Nation should be defended and 
prepared for retaliation, if that becomes 
necessary. 





- Memphis AF Depot Computes Needs 
For Global Replacement-Type Items

Memphis AF Depot, Tenn, 
IW much radar, electronic and 
communications equipment must 
be purchased now to meet the require- 
ments of an Air Force missiles squad- 
ron in Europe in 1960? 

How many refuelers, crash trucks 
and liquid oxygen generators will a 
fighter group in the Far East require 
to maintain combat readiness in 1961? 

The task of answering these and 
thousands of similar questions for the 
entire Air Force worldwide is one of 
the jobs recently handed Memphis Air 
Force Depot. 

This new program calls for deter- 
mining Air Force needs for all so- 
called replace- 
ment-type 
items—that is, 
items which 
normally’ will 
not be used up 
in service, This 
can be any- 
thing from 
snowplows 
used to clear 
runways to 
breathing sys- 
tems used in 
high altitude 
flying. 

Underthe 
giant program, 
inventory statistics from all units in 
the Air Force are fed into the depot’s 
“electronic brain.” 

Organization plans, wear-out rates 
and scores of other factors are fed into 
the high-speed computer, The result 
is a complete picture of the need for 
these items over the next five year 
period, together with the amount of 
dollars required to support the pro-

gram, These figures become part of 
the justification for the Air Force 
budget before Congress. 

With its high-speed electronic com- 
puting system Memphis is now fur- 
nishing information never before 
available under the old manual meth- 
od. Benefits include greater accuracy 
and more realistic figures. These ad- 
vances make it possible for the Air 
Force to maintain a higher degree of 
readiness at less cost by reducing the 
risk of buying material that will not 
be needed. 





JET ACE AT TYNDALL 

Maj. Ralph S. Parr, jr., a jet ace, 
has reported to Tyndall AFB, Fla. 
as Staff Operations Officer, 73d Air 
Division (Weapons). 

He comes there from a four-year 
tour at Vincent AFB, Ariz., where 
he was Assistant Director of Op- 
erations for the 4750th Air Defense 
Wing. 

The 34-year-old Senior Pilot en- 
tered the Service in November 1942 
and served during World War IT as 
a P-38 pilot in the Asiatic-Pacific 
Theater of Operations. 

On his first Korean tour in 1950, 
Major Parr piloted F-80 aircraft in 
165 combat missions. Between June 
1953 and the cessation of hostilities 
in Korea, he was credited with 10 
MiG aircraft destroyed and three 
damaged in 47 combat missions, He 
is also credited with downing the 
last enemy aircraft in the Korean 
conflict. 

He is married to the former Miss 
Barbara Barnes of Chicago. They 
have two children, Pamela, 8, and 
Ralph, 3d, 6. 
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THERE IS LITTLE QUESTION that more controversy 
will attend changes in the Continental Air Defense 
Command as a result of the Defense Reorganization 
than in any other of the world-wide unified or specified 
commands. This is because (1) there is all manner of 
disagreement concerning air defense specifics from all 
manner of experts, civilian and military alike; and (2) 
because from its creation CONAD has lacked clear-cut 
command lines to its subordinate echelons, comparable 
to those in the overseas commands. 


THESE COMMAND LINES WILL BE TIGHTENED 
after 1 January when General Earl E. Partridge, USAF, 
as CONAD CinC (he is also CinC of NORAD, which 
includes Canadian air defense forces) is given unequivo- 
cal control over all U. S. elements of his command. 

He will report directly to the Secretary of Defense through the JCS, 

as will all the other seven unified and specified commanders. 













































PENTAGON NEWSMEN, who saw the stinging letter from Lt. Gen. 
Charles E. Hart, USA, head of the Army’s Air Defense Command 
(ARADCOM), a part of CONAD, to Washington protesting an 
alleged Air Force campaign to discredit the Army’s Nike Hercules 
missile in comparison to the Air Force’s Bomarc, speculated this week 
whether a unified commander, with the added authority provided 

him in the new law, would not try to discourage such correspondence 
— at least insist on seeing it in advance of its dispatch to Washington. 


THERE’S A NOTEWORTHY DIFFERENCE in Army and Air Force 
actions in the deployment of new air defense weapons that may well 
be modified when General Partridge implements the full authority 

of his unified command headquarters. The Army has been deploying 
a limited number of Nike Hercules weapons to a number of different 
areas. Thus, by the end of this fiscal year, a number of cities will 
have some Nike Hercules protection, but no city likely will be ringed 
completely with Hercules in place of the smaller Nike Ajax, which 
lacks an atomic warhead potential. The Air Force, in intrgducing its 
new air defense fighters, has followed a procedure of assigning 
available resources to a single installation or single area. 


IN THE PAST, GENERAL PARTRIDGE HAS LACKED full command 
control to order changes in the initial deployment of new weapons. 
Under the Defense Reorganization Act of 1958, his authority is crystal 
clear. It is certain that General Partridge, a strong team player, 

will strive to avoid controversy in the fulfillment of his unified com- 
mand’s mission, but with political pressures inevitable from competing 
communities; with millions, if not billions, of dollars involved in 
weapons contracts involved in critical decisions; and with Service 
roles, missions and budgets at stake, it’s realistic to expect that 
CONAD Headquarters at Ent AFB, Colo., is going to be the most 
dispute-prone of all the unified commands. 


SECDEF MCELROY REPORTEDLY IS DISPLEASED with 

the public argumentation concerning the relative merits of the 
Hercules and Bomarc. He and his top information aide, Assistant 
Secretary Snyder, felt that progress had been made on the missile 
front, what with the quieting during recent months of the Thor-Jupiter 
dispute, although that could certainly be revived in a hurry, particularly 
since Secretary McElroy’s announced intention is to make a decision 
between the two before the end of the year. 


YOU CAN WATCH FOR MORE FIREWORKS in the missile field at the 
September convention of the Air Force Association in Dallas, and the 
convention of the Association of the U. S. Army in Washington next 
month. Leaders of these two groups cannot be put under wraps, 
though the Pentagon, if it desires, certainly can clamp down on the 
tenor of the addresses made by military officers to the two conventions. 
The Air Force Association has the advantage of the first say, but the 
Army Association will be able to make whatever rebuttals it deems 
necessary, and there are certain benefits in speaking last. One factor 
that could take some of the play away from the Army sessions is 

that they will be held on the eve of important elections, with the 

public more conerned about politicians and polls than “point” or “area” 
missile defense. 


A NAVY REAR ADMIRAL—one of four brothers to hold flag rank—has 
been chosen to be Deputy Director of the JCS Joint Staff. He is 
RAdm. Joseph H. Wellings, USN, who has been Assistant CNO 
(Plans and Policies). He will be responsible to Lt. Gen. Oliver S. 
Picher, USAF, Joint Staff Director. Admiral Wellings, 53, USNA ’25, 
is the brother of retired RAdms. Augustus J. Wellings, Timothy F. 
Wellings, and Albert A. Wellings. 


THE ARMY IS HOPEFUL that with Air Force officers filling the JCS 
Chairman and Staff Director posts and a Navy flag officer in the 
Deputy Director’s billet that its general officers will be represented in 
the designation of commanding officers for the more important “J” 
Directorates, such as the J-3 Operations and J-5 Plans and Policy 
Directorates. 


THE MARINE CORPS HAS ASSIGNED a general officer to the Joint 
Staff. He is Brig. Gen. Lewis J. Fields, USMC. He was formerly 
Marine Corps Liaison Officer to the Office of the Vice CNO. 


THE AIR FORCE REPORTS that for the fiscal year ending 30 June the 
Air Materiel Command disposed of surplus property that originally 
cost $580,224,193. The Government received $25,337,991, which is 
4.4 cents on the dollar. 


THE FINAL B-25 PILOT CLASS at Reese AFB, Tex., will be graduated 
in January—the last base to conduct such training. The first jet student 
class is under way at the Lubbock base. 


TUBELESS TIRES FOR JEEPS are being field-tested at the Army’s Ft. 
Benning, Ga., Infantry Center. The test tires are being supplied by 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Company, Akron, and the U. S. Rubber 
Company, Detroit, without obligation of funds, according to Benning 
officials. 


“PENCIL PUSHERS” is the term being used by soldiers using the Nike 
Hercules in referring to men assigned to Nike Ajax units. The 
Douglas-built Hercules, which can pack an atomic punch, is a much 
heftier missile than its “little brother,” the slim Ajax. 


HYDROFOIL BOATS TEN TIMES BIGGER than some of those with 
which the Navy is now experimenting are a distinct possibility. Speeds 
reportedly will range up to 100 miles per hour, even better. These 
factors, coupled with Navy breakthroughs which apparently have 
licked the “rough-seas” problem, could give the U. S. the world’s 
fastest sub-chasers (see page 1). 


THE PENTAGON STILL HASN’T COMPUTED what the cost will be 
of the Comptroller General’s decision (The Journal, 6 September) 
authorizing retroactive pay for thousands of Title III Reservists. 
In some cases, payments will date to 29 June 1948. The Defense 
Department had questioned the legality of the payments, but was told 
by the Comptroller that P.L. 810 retired are entitled to receive pay

from the date they were eligible for retirement—but no earlier than June | 


*48—regardless of when they may have made application. 


MANY RETIRED MILITARY OFFICERS, subject to the Dual Compen- 
sation statutes while working for the Government, have gained little, 
if anything, from the recent civilian and military pay raises. No 
matter how much their salaries are raised, they find they are still 
subject to the $10,000 restriction on the total they may receive from 
their civilian and military pay combined. The Journal last week told 
of new Pentagon efforts to lift the Dual Compensation restrictions 
scheduled for the next session of Congress. 


AIR FORCE ACADEMY STUDIES show that the attrition rate among 
cadets who are Sons of the Service is less than half of the overall rate. 
In the first class (’59), 306 cadets entered and 208 remain at the Acad- 
emy. Of the 37 Service Sons in the Class of ’59, six have left. Although 
the Class of ’60 has dropped from 314 to 239 cadets, only 3 of 29 Service 
Sons have left. 


A NEW MANPOWER PROBLEM confronts the Army. Unless its kilted 
Sixth Army Band at the Presidio of San Francisco can recruit more 
pipers and drummers by November, the celebrated outfit—it has won 
more than 70 trophies since making an Armed Forces Day 1950 
debut—will be silenced. Full strength is 20 soldiers. There are only 
10 in the band at present, including the 6’ 7” drum major, Sgt. Alvin 
L. Pierce. Already deflated to half-strength, the Pipe Band will suffer 
additional manpower losses in the next two months. 


ALL THE COMPUTERS and Army statistical experts available at the 
Pentagon failed to solve the retired pay problems of Lt. Gen. Lloyd R. 
Fredendall, USA-Ret. The Finance and Accounting Office, after 
submitting a voucher to pay General Fredendall the higher retired rates 
under the new Pay Act, had its voucher rejected by the Comptroller 
General because it did not “represent the correct difference” between 
the General’s correct retired pay and the amount he received. In effect, 
the Comptroller General told the Army that it must redo its 
arithmetic. 


SOMETHING NEW IS BEING ADDED to the role of military men 
and their families as “Ambassadors of Goodwill.” Personnel from 
Torrejon AB in Spain and the USAFE Band from Wiesbaden, 
Germany, will participate in a combination Spanish Bullfight-American 
Rodeo 24 September in Madrid. Proceeds will go to the Spanish 
National Commission for Invalids. 


NEWLY RELEASED ARMY REGULATIONS tell Commanders in the 
field how to make daily reports to Washington on any visits of members 
or staff members of Congressional committees, subcommittees, task 
forces, special survey groups or teams. These are to be made by 
airmail. However, when information is received in the field of a 
Congressional visit, on which there has been no notification from D/A, 
the Pentagon is to be advised by electrical transmission. Normally, 
the reports will be sent to the Chief, Legislative Liaison and the 
General Counsel. An exception: visits by Appropriations Committee 
members or staff members will be reported to the Army Comptroller. 


SOME RETIRED SERVICE FAMILIES occupying Wherry Housing 
units are being forced to find other homes. This is a result of the 
transfer of units from private ownership to possession of the 
Government. At MacDill AFB, Fla., 25 retired families have been 
given 60 days to vacate.

GEN. ARMSTRONG—AERO LEADER—RETIRES 


Maj. Gen. Harry G. Armstrong, former Air Force Surgeon General and 
recently Surgeon for the Air Force Europe, has retired after nearly 30 years 


A pioneer in aviation and space medicine, he established the Department 
of Space Medicine, the first laboratory of its kind, at the Air Force School of 
Aviation Medicine, Randolph AFB, Tex. 


He is the author of “Principles and Practices 01 Aviation Medicine,” widely 
used textbook on aviation medicine. The fourth edition of this volume, first 
published in 1939, is in the final stages of preparation. 


In 1934, five years after he entered Service, General Armstrong and Maj. 
Gen. Malcolm C. Grow co-founded the Aero Medical Laboratory at Wright- 
Patterson AFB, Ohio, of which General Armstrong served as first Director. 


In 1940 General Armstrong received the Collier Trophy, given annually 
for the greatest contribution to aviation for his work in pilot fatigue and

The law requires that practically every 
type of watercraft propelled by machinery 
of more than 10 horsepower be numbered 
under a system to be established by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

The new numbering system will be on 
a State basis rather than the present 
Customs District system now in use for 
larger boats. 

The numbering system will not be 
mandatory until 1 April 1960,

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Low-Weight High-Power Eiecuric System 
For Moon Use Developed By Westinghouse 


The Aeronautics Institute of the West- 
inghouse Air Arm Division has come up 
with a system of photoelectric genera- 
tors, deriving their energy directly from 
the sun, for practical application in the 
establishment of low-weight high-power 
generators in space, with specific appli- 
cation to the moon. 

Attempts to tap solar power have been 
made with varying degrees of success on 
the earth for more than half a century. 
Early systems transformed the sun’s en- 
ergy into heat by means of collecting 
mirrors, the heat then being utilized to 
boil liquids and drive conventional steam 
engines, 

In recent years, photovoltaic solar bat- 
teries have come into existence as well 
as means of transforming heat directly 
into electricity without the intermediary 
of rotating machinery. All of these de- 
vices suffer from two drawbacks: fairly 
low efficiency, and sizable weights.

truccio, of Westinghouse Air Arm Divi-

unit of light or radiation energy (a quan- 
tum) impinging upon a metallic surface 
will extract electrons if the quantum’s 
energy exceeds the “work function” of 
the surface—that is, exceeds the energy 
required to extract free electrons from 
the surface, 

The emitting surface is called the 
photocathode. If facing this surface is 
placed a collecting device, which can take 
the form, for instance, of a metallic 
grid, the electrons emitted by the photo- 
cathode will strike the collector photo- 
anode and generate a voltage. Upon clos- 
ing the circuit between photoanode and 
photocathode by means of a suitable load, 
current can be drawn. The impinging 
light energy is thus converted directly 
into electricity. 

In early experiments at Westinghouse 
efficiencies of the order of 0.1 percent 
were achieved. However, the _ insight 
gained into the phenomenon now shows 
good promise of generators with up to 
25 percent conversion efficiency. 

Dr. Castruccio points out, however, 
that future practical development will 
depend upon Federal appropriations for 
future research.

other land based surface-to-air missile 
approximating the capability and relia- 
bility of NIKE HERCULES.

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Martin Gets Award For Bull Pup Missile; 
Lockheed X-17 Streaks To Speed Record 


The Navy has awarded a $2.4 million 
eontract to the Martin Company to 
speed production of the air-to-surface 
guided missile Bull Pup. 

A joint announcement by the Navy 
and Martin’s Orlando Florida Division 
did not reveal the number of missiles to 
be constructed. 


The Bull Pup is a tactical guided mis- 
sile designed for use in glide and dive 
bombing by carrier-based Navy aircraft 
and shore-based Marine planes. The 
Navy told Congress earlier this year that 
it expected to spend about $3 million to 
“accelerate and enhance fleet capability 
for a Bull Pup-type close air support 
missile.” 

The Air Force has also indicated in- 
terest in the weapon, 

Martin made the original research and 
development test flights of Bull Pup. 
Principal subcontractors are Aerojet Gen- 
eral Corp., Azusa, Calif.; Elgin National 
Watch Co., Elgin, Ill.; and the Naval 
Ordnance Laboratory, Corona, Calif, 

The new contract announcement 
noted that the Bul) Pup “is relatively in- 
expensive, simple in design, and highly 
accurate. In one early test a Navy pilot 
who launched the missile in his first try 
hit a four inch square target two miles 
away.” 

The missile is 11 feet long, weighs 
about 540 pounds, has a range of about 
5,000 yards and a speed of Mach. 1.8. It 
is designed for use against comparative- 
ly small targets such as pillboxes, tanks, 
truck convoys, railroad tracks, etc., but 
the Navy has said it could also be used 
against ships. 


X-7 RAMJET MISSILE—The Air Force 
has disclosed that a Lockheed X-7 ram- 
jet missile has been flown in excess of 
four times the speed of sound to become 
the fastest air-breathing missile in the 
free world. It broke the old record also 
held by an X-7. 

Designed and built by the Lockheed 
Missile Systems division in Van Nuys, 
Calif., the X-7 also holds the altitude rec- 
ord for ramjet birds. Although the exact 
altitude has not been revealed, it can be 
said the X-7 has flown to the edge of 
the upper atmosphere. 

The Lockheed bird was developed for 
the Air Force to flight-prove huge and 
powerful ramjet engines which will pow- 
er some of the nation’s defensive missiles. 
One of the engines tested on the X-7 is 
the main powerplant for the Bomarc in- 
terceptor missile built by the Boeing Air- 
craft Company and now in production for 
the Air Force. 

The record speed flight was so fast that 
heat generated by the supersonic velocity 
coupled with normal engine heat caused 
part of the ramjet to burn away. The 
engines flown are built by the Marquardt 
Aircraft Company of Van Nuys. 

Launched from a_specially-modified 
B-50, the X-7 was air-dropped high over 
the desert test range at the Air Force’s 
Missile Development Center at Holloman 
AFB, N. M. A large booster rocketed the 
37-foot-long missile to a faster-than- 
sound speed where the ramjet took over. 
Within seconds the bird had accelerated 
to the fantastic speed, with its flame- 
tailed engine blasting it far out of human 
sight. 

Lockheed engineers and technicians in 
the missile range control center put it 
through pre-planned maneuvers to fully 
test the capabilities of the ramjet. Radar 
and optical trackers followed the intricate 
flight path, and the missile itself radioed 
back a stream of information on engine 
and missile performance.

NSIA Luncheon 
Salutes Teamwork 


Taxpayers will be saved “hundreds of 
millions of dollars” as a result of De- 
fense Department-Industry cooperation 
in eliminating duplication of paper-work 
required in the spare parts field, accord- 
ing to a National Security Industrial As- 
sociation official. 

Although exact annual dollar saving 
has not been computed, NSIA estimates 
that 16% of the total paper-work cost of 
supplying spare-parts for the Nation’s 
arsenal will be effected when Defense De- 
partment Instruction 3232.7 becomes op- 
erative 1 January 1959. 

The forthcoming Instruction cuts back 
substantially on the number of forms re- 
quired of individual Defense suppliers in 
the spare parts field. Before the Services, 
at the instigation of the NSIA, decided 
to pare back and consolidate the docu- 
mentation required of spare parts con- 
tractors, each firm doing business with 
more than one of the Armed Forces was 
required to prepare, at considerable ex- 
pense, individual forms issued by the 
separate Services. 

Under the new system, the Services 
have settled much to the satisfaction of 
various segments of Industry, on stand- 
ard documents. 

Industry is so pleased with the new 
development that a unique luncheon— 
sponsored by General Electric Co., Ford 
Motor Co, and Boeing Airplane Co.—was 
held 10 September in honor of Service 
officers and Industry officials who con- 
tributed to formulation of the single- 
documentation plan. 

Mr. Ben Edelman, of Westinghouse 
Electric Co., and Chairman of NSIA's 
spare Parts Provisioning Panel, Main- 
tenance Advisory Committee, who ad- 
dressed the luncheon, observed that du- 
plication of spare parts provisioning “has 
given Congress most of its chance to be 
critical.” 

“It seems,” he told his audience, “that, 
when an unfortunate incident occurs in 
spares procurement, the ‘bodies remain 
unburied’ for a long time; any possible 
reasonable explanation for the events 
leading up to it are long past and for- 
gotten, or hard to re-establish; and ‘Mon- 
day morning quarterbacking’ is such a 
popular sport.” 

He hailed the DoD-Industry coopera- 
tion leading up to development of the 
new Instruction as a “milestone on the 
road to further accomplishment in this 


field.”

Academy, will be buried—as he requested—in the cemetery at the Academy’s 
permanent home north of Colorado Springs on Sunday, 28 September.

Appeals Court Clarifies Cadet Status, Stresses Future Officer Role

been many times questioned since the 
establishment of the United States Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point,” the court 
said. 


“In an early advisory opinion (1819) 
Attorney General Wirt, reasoned that 
cadets are enlisted soldiers; they engage 
like soldiers, to serve five years, unless 
sooner discharged; they receive the pay, 
rations, and emoluments of sergeants; 
they are bound to perform military duty 
in such places on such service as the 
commander in chief of the Army of the 
United States shall order, Therefore, in 
his opinion, they were constitutionally 
subject to the rules and articles of war 
and to trials by court-martial.” 





The succeeding Attorney General, how- 
ever, told Secretary of War Jefferson 
Davis in 1855 that “it is impossible to 
shut ott for consideration the great fact 
that the cadets constitute a peculiar 
corps. ... They are not enlisted soldiers. 
... They cannot be compelled to serve 
in the field as ‘privates,’ or as ‘non-com- 
missioned officers. "Nay, they cannot be 
made such, even with their own consent, 
without first ceasing to be cadets. 

“Their condition from the beginning is 
that of future officers, never that of fu- 
ture sergeants, corporals or privates... 
they are simply inchoate officers, and 
as such entitled in all possible circum- 
stances to certain of the legal rights 
appertaining to that condition of ‘of- 
ficers’ .. .” 





“It is interesting to note,” the court 
said, “that Naval midshipmen, then re- 
ferred to as cadets, were also in a class 
by themselves for in 1877 it was held 
that they were not subject to Naval 
court-martial jurisdiction.” 

The Court continued that in order “to 
eliminate the differences between the 
Services, both cadets and midshipmen 
are today subject to the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice. Their status has been 
equalized, but they can still be character- 
ized as quasi-officers, ... 

“The foregoing development compels 
the conclusion that, prior to the enact- 
ment of the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice, cadets were considered neither 
officers nor enlisted men. They belonged 
to a unique class... . 





“A careful reading of the Code causes 
us to conclude that Congress clearly dis 
closed its intent to bracket them with 
officers and not have their status, rights, 
privileges and obligations vary from day 
to day.” 

In summing up its decision, the Court 
emphasized that “a cadet is traditionally 
upon a different plane than an enlisted 
man. Albeit he is not a commissioned 
officer yet, he is, in the words of Attorney 
General Cushing, an inchoate officer. 

“His conduct is measured with the 
same standard as used for an officer, ané 
the code gives him certain privileges 
which are not the enlisted man’s lot t0 
enjoy. His separation from the service 
then, should not be equated with that of 
an enlisted man.”

Pentagon Falters On Expanded Survivor Sessile

(D-Ala.). 

The Utt bill was sent to the Pentagon 
by the House Veterans Affairs Committee 
2 January 1957, with a request that the 
Defense Department tell the Committee 
whether it favors enactment of the pro- 
posal, The Sparkman bill went to the 
Pentagon three months later with a simi- 


lar request from the Senate Finance 
Committee. 
The Veterans Administration, the 


Treasury Department and the Bureau of 
the Budget also were asked for their 
views, 

No reply to any of the requests has 
ever been made, As a consequence, both 
the House and Senate bills died with ad- 
journment of the 85th Congress. 

Although the proposal is expected to 
be re-introduced early next year, neither 
the Pentagon nor the other agencies of 
the Executive Department have indicated 
that they are any nearer to an answer 
now than they were 20 months ago. 

The Survivor Benefits Act, at present, 
applies only to the families of members 
of the Armed Forces who die on active 
duty or of Service-connected causes after 
leaving active duty, Families of veterans 
who die of Service-connected causes also 
are eligible, 





Many members of Congress believe, 
however, that the death of a career mem- 
ber of the Armed Forces (that is, one 
who has completed at least 25 years’ 
service before retirement) should, as a 
matter of course, be considered Service- 
connected. Thus, the families of all such 
retired members automatically would be- 
come eligible for Survivor Benefit pay- 
ments, 

As it now stands, a veteran who served 
only a few months in one of the Services 
may have a minor disability which ulti- 
mately is connected with his death. His 
family receives the full benefit of the 
Survivor Act. 

A 30-year career member of the Armed 
Forces, on the other hand, may develop 
a heart condition immediately following 
his retirement and die within a matter of 
six months or a year. Unless it is deter- 
mined that the condition was Service- 
connected, his family is not eligible for 
Survivor Benefit payments, 

The reluctance of the Administration to 
support the Utt-Sparkman bills appar- 
ently stems from the price-tag involved. 
As originally approved, the Survivor 
Benefits Act involved an outlay of $590 
million a year. Since then, the monthly 
benefit payments have been increased as 
a result of the new Military Pay Act, and

Marines Slate 17,000 Enlisted Promotions 


The Marine Corps will advance more 
than 17,000 enlisted men during Septem- 
ber and December. 

A board, headed by Col. Edward B. 
Carney, met at USMC Headquarters 9 
September to choose 851 technical ser- 
geants for six-stripe rank. The board is 
expected to submit its recommendations 
by 3 October. 

A second board will meet to choose 649 
staff sergeant for five-stripe rank on 13 
October.- Promotion of 844 sergeants to 
four-stripe rank will be made by com- 
manding officers on a cutting score basis. 


This is the first group of staff NCO 
promotions for fiscal '59. 

Additional Staff NCO promotions will 
be made in the Spring. 

Headquarters said about 15,000 enlisted 
Marines will be promoted to the next 
higher pay grade in September. Those in 
E-3 with a minimum cutting score of 126 
are eligible for E-4. Those in E-2, with

the total cost of the Survivor Benefits 
Act has risen, 

With more than 127,000 former mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces on the non- 
disability retirement rolls, the cost of 
the proposed change would add millions 
of dollars more. 

Another reason the Pentagon and the 
other Executive agencies may have for 
not citing their views on the Utt-Spark- 
man proposal is that the measure is op- 
posed by Chairman Olin Teague (D-Tex.) 
of the House Veterans Affairs Committee. 

Congressman Teague has said the pro- 
posal would establish an undesirable 
precedent by providing pensions for non 
Service-connected deaths based on in- 
Service incomes, 

However, interest in the proposal has 
been “tremendous” according to Con- 
gressman Utt’s office which advised THp 
JOURNAL that “practically every member 
of Congress” has received a large volume 
of correspondence in support of the bill. 

If families of active duty Servicemen 
and those on the retired rolls continue to 
urge Congressional action on the meas- 
ure in letters to members of the House 
and Senate it can be expected that some 
pressure will be brought to bear on the 
Pentagon either to cite its opposition or 
support for the measure, This, in turn, 
could force hearings on the proposal next 
year.
